ninth of his parents' children. He Bur- 
vived that handicap— and surmounted it— 
to become one of the world's most honored 


men. and wealthy besides. 
He was a writer, but a special kind of 
writer. He has something out of the ordl- 
nary to sell, which may be described by 
an anecdote about him and his mother, 
who had a great influence over him. 
She was a laughing woman. One day when 
she wasn’t laughing. James, seven years 
old, stood on his head In the bed, trying 
to amuse her. "A re you laughing, mother, 
are you laughing?" he cried, anxious to 
please her. Perhaps she did smile, a little, 
hut she didnt tell Jam es about the ache 
in hep heart because one of his brothers 


had died. 
In 1931. a biographer, C. Patrick Thomp­ 
son, wrote of Barile 
‘ The world of grown­ 
up men and women has been in effect his 
perpetual mother, and he has never given 
up his boyish task of standing anxiously 
on his head In his bed to try to cure the 
pain at his mothers heart and make her 
smile again." 
it is interesting to read about Barrie at 
this particular time. He had retired many 
years before his death; he admitted he had 
loaf touch with the different kind of world 
that followed the World war, a world which 
didn t try very hard to understand Peter 
Pan. for instance. 
There was boundless ambition in Barrie, 
but no bustle; much to say, hut Utile noise 
in laying it; 
strong convictions, but

ruthless will to cram them down anyone’s 
throat; a great love for humankind, but no 
pretense of loving men who were unlovable 
So far as is known, here was a man. 
physically alight anyway, who made his way 
through ho years of life without destroying 
anything, but making a great many persona 
happy, lu these times that it is becoming 
a mark of distinction which Sir James, who 
didn t pretend to be up to date, probably 
couldn't have understood. 


The Principle Of Liberty 


q O M E T H IN G S can be learned better by 


experiencing them than by hearing about 
them. 
All Americans have been hearing a great 
deal about the light to strike. It has be­ 
come almost a fundamental of liberty. 
There is likely to be a difference between 
hearing about the right to strike and ex. 
periencing what happens when the right is 
exercised. 
For it usually takes experiem e to prove 
that there are two sides to the question, as 
there are to all questions. 
If the right to strike is one of the funda­ 
mental liberties 
of Americans, 
then the 
right not to strike is the negative side 
of the 6ame liberty. 
The non-etriker has just as many rights 
to protect as the striker It is the attempt 
to protect those rights equitably and re­ 
sistance to the attempt which is responsible 
for most of the tension in strike areas 
The situation is a reminder that 
the 
principle of liberty isn t w orth much if it 
is applied to the exclusion of the other 
fellow. Either liberty must be guaranteed 
to all, or it can be guaranteed to none.

Theoretically all c itlzcns must obey the 
law. hut It does happen that, when a law is 
unfair, inequitable and vicious, the people 
hcRin to nullify it. The most conspicuous ex 
ample of this, of course, was the attitude of 
many citizens during the late prohibition 
era. 
There is, of course, no possible Justifica­ 
tion for the person who evades the law. 
There may he plenty of justification for 
the person who avoids the fax laws. As a 
matter of fact, there may some day be logic 
on the side of tile citizens of the district 
of columbia, for instance, if they even go so 
far as to refuse to obey the tax laws impos- 
«<1 upon them. 
Our forefathers dumped a lot of tea in 
Massachuaetts bay aud refused to pay a 
stamp tax because they said ‘‘taxation with­ 
out representation is tyranny." Today the 
longness of the United States is about to 
impose a vicious fax system on the people 
of the city of Washington and this, too, 
without g ianting the people of the national 
capital the right to vote for members of con­ 
gress through whom their views could he 
expressed directly on the floors of both 
houses of congress, lf ever there was a Jus­ 
tification for tax avoidance, it is to be 
found right here at the seat of government. 
But there are citizens outside the nation­ 
al capital who also may feel aggrieved as 
they learn more and more about the unfair­ 
ness of the taxation policies of the national 
administration. Any administration 
which 
bluntly refuses even to listen to the pleas 
of hardship growing out of inequitable and 
unfair tax laws and merely shrug- na ahoul- 
dera, ao to apeak, and says. "oh we]] 
we 
need the revenue," Is due for a disillusion- 
ment and awakening some day. 


•T'AKE the case of the undistributed sur- 
» 
plus faxes, one of the most unfair 
and destructive tax le vie s ever introduced. 
Sm all businesses are rapidly being broken 
down by it while strong monopolies reap the 
benefit. Protest after protest has come to 
Washington, hut unfluential members of the 
congressional finance committees say Indif­ 
ferently, "hut the government needs the 
revenue.’* 
Paraphrased this means: 
"W e, the na­ 
tional administration, exercise the right to 
do as we please to the citizen, even to the 
extent of ruining his business, snd, while 
the law may work a hardship, we need the 
money for boondoggling Just the same.’’ 
Under such circumstances, the 
citizen 
sa.vs to himself: "The government la unfair 
— I’ll heat the game lf I can." 
Members of congress and of the execu­ 
tive branch of the government who lately 
have been criticizing the citizenry for a1- 
l^ged lack of morality and defects in pat­ 
riotism because of tax avoidance know in 
their hearts that, this is the sheerest hypo- 
cnsy and that thtre Isn t a single man in- 
side the government who doesn’t take all 
the deductions the law allows or doean’t 
contrive to get the better of the tax collect­ 
or by legal means 
The tax Inequities as well as Iniquities 
are numerous. They are well known to all 
who have studied the tax rulings of the 
government under this and past admlnlstra- 
Mona. The theory has been that the taxpay. 
er Is always wrong and that the government 
is always right. The kings can-do-no-wrong 
Idea has nowhere been more slavishly wor- 
shipped than in the treasury department in 
applying in the income tax laws. Equity is an 
unknown virtue and assess the taxpayer-he- 
rause-we need the revenue la now the rule 
rather than the exception. 
Another serious practice is the way the 
precedents have been built up and the re- 
files I of congress or the bureau of internal 
revenue to reverse themselves when a mis­ 
take has been clearly demonstrated 
Take 
for instance, the question of business de. 
ductions 
Interest on a loan at the bank is deduct- 


ibis as a business expense. But if the bank 
demands that a key executive or inventor 
or someone who is an asset to the business 
should have his life insured to protect the 
loan so that the bank might be reimbursed 
lf a valuable personal asset is suddenly lost 
by accident, the business must take out 
such a policy and bear the expense. 
\ 
/ET the treasury doesn’t a llo w this as 
a 
deduction for income 
tax purposes. It 
happens to be a part of the cost of carrying 
the loan, but for years the treasury haji re- 
fused to recognize the simple equity be­ 
hind such a claim for deduction. 
Countless examples of this kind of loose 
thinking may be cited. Congress, for in­ 
stance, is chiefly responsible for an unwill­ 
ingness to treat a human being, with limit 
ed earning power, as difierent from a busi­ 
ness or manufacturing concern, which may 
take depreciation on its plant and equip 
ment as a business expense 
Thus Margaret M itchell who wrote "Gone 
W ith The W ind” had a lucky break when 
she amassed a nice sum out of royalties, 
hut if she acquired $400,000, she would have 
to give half of it to the government in taxes 
She doesn’t turn out best sellers every year 
like a factory does automobiles. Yet the 
government regards her income as some­ 
thing to he penalized, while the manufactur. 
er takes depreciation as an expense on his 
plant or equipment. The mental equipment 
of the human being with earning power, to 
be sure, may diminish or may he curtailed 
by illness or death, hut the earned income 
is taxed virtually the Heinie as the unearn 
ed 
Income 
which comes out of clipping 
coupons of inherited w<alth 
Mr, Roosevelt, for instance 
inherited a 
substantial income Me didn t have to work 
for it as did other men in America, but the 
self-made men who rose out of the slums 
by dint of hard work must give the gov­ 
ernment virtually the same amount of ta x e s 
on their earnings as do the coupon clippers. 
There is. of course, a small credit on the 
present tax returns for earned ss distingu­ 
ished from unearned incomes, but it is in- 
flnltesrnal. 
Then take the situation with respect to 
charity deductions A man might contribute 
money to a church in Hindustan or to Bom* 
local welfare agency of limited scope and 
yet get a legal deduction, hut if he contr!- 
butes the same amount of money to a vital 
thing like the National Civil Service Re. 
form b a g n e , which attempts to fight the 
"spoil*" system and similar cancers in the 
heart of democracy, no such deductions are 
allowed. 


'P H E executive branch of the government 
I 
arbitrarily decides what Is and what 
is not an edu<atinnal cause and makes its 
own rules as to what is or la not deductible 
in a charitable or educational classification. 
But the records are filled with examples 
of Injustices and arbitrariness. Most of the 
mistaken are due to the failure of congress 
to write fair tax laws The income tax per­ 
sonnel itself is honest and well Intention, 
ed hut limited by tax statutes. There is 
hardly a thing which will he uncovered in 
the 
present 
inquiry 
which 
hasn’t 
been 
known to congressional committees for the 
last IO years Congress has known all along 
the loopholes, hut it has ignored something 
far more fundamental — the principle of 
equity and fairness which, if abused, mere 
ly leads to tax avoidance on a large scale 
and ultimately to nullification. 
Human beings resent unfair laws— they 
always have and th e y always w ill—and they 
may not some day regard it as a falling 
from virtue, to defy an unconscionable ad­ 
ministration. especially one that spends its 
money and its powers on one group to the 
detriment of the other and actually de. 
nles the tax paying group a voice in the 
government. 
The old slogan that "taxation 
without 
representation is tyranny” was never bet­ 
ter illustrated than in the deaf ears being 
turned to the small business men who are 
asked to pay burdensome and inequitable 
taxes today as the monopolistically inclined. 
with amassed surpluses, stand by await­ 
ing the inevitable bankruptcies or receiver 
ship of their weaker competitors

a* least it was prosperous enough 
to contribute around $500,000 to the 
President’s campaign.

a situation

assistance of 
the government, which at the same 
time appoints a mediation board to 
establish justice on the basis of a 
one-sided labor relations act 
Not 
thus will justice, as we have hith 
ei to understood it. be obtained.

Democracy va. Coercion 
Nor will such justice he obtained 
until the basic impression is remov­ 
ed that the W agner Labor Relations 
act is being used as a means for re­ 
enforcing a certain kind of labor or­ 
ganization, and at the same time 
loving the foundations of a new po­ 
litical party, perhaps one which the 
President himself will lead. 
The issue has nothing to do with 
whether or not Mr. Lewis is right in 
his conception of what is the hest 
form of labor organization. 
The is­ 
sue is democracy vs. coercion. The 
is«ue is whether we are to have jus­ 
tice administered in the field of in­ 
dustrial relations in h a rm o n y with 
the bill of rights, or whether we are 
to have justice interpreted arbitrar­ 
ily. the way it is interpreted under 
all the dictatorships As loner as the 
administration arts as the agent of 
the CIO. we shall h a v e the second 
kind of uatic# 
And as long as it 
so acts, it will do no real good to 
appoint 
an 
impartial commission. 
They will not have a chance to be 
impartial. 
All anog the line we are getting 
very strange interpretations of what 
constitutes 
democratic 
rule 
The 
repeated assertion of 
the adminis­ 
tration and its apologists that it 
"has a mandate" is typical 
It is 
the same interpretation of demo­ 
cratic rule that 
the CIO has now 
taken over. 
By hook or by crook, 
through the democratic instrument 
or by coercion, one gets majority. 
One then uses th* power tha* that 
majority gives to destroy the minor­ 
ity and make it impossible for the 
minority ever again to become the 
majority. 
One administers all poli­ 
cies with his purpose in mind, has 
the law interpreted bv one’s own 
partisans, from the Supreme Court 
down to the labor relations hoard, 
and thus establishes oneself in per­ 
petuity. 
This is. of course, not de- 
mocracv. 
It is the modern tech­ 
nique of usurpation

ET A ILS in connection with ’he 
burial of William McKinley, 
martyred president of the United 
States, whose body was laid to rest 
at his home in Canton on Sept. 19. 
1901. are contained in an old copy 
of the News-Democrat. a Canton 
newspaper, in possession of Mr. 
and Mrs. William Deville, of 'he 
Northside. 
The body of the President was 
removed to the Stark county court­ 
house in Canton 
where it 
was 
viewed by thousands of spectators. 
The body was to hasp b©en kept 
in the courthouse until 9 on the 
night preceding the funeral but in 
the afternoon Mrs. McKinley re­ 
queued that it be brought to the 
family homestead at 8 p. m. 
Detachments of the Ohio Nation­ 
al 
Guard, 
including 
the 
Eighth 
Ohio Infantry, known as "M cKin­ 
ley’s Own" 
during the Spanish- 
American War, were drawn up in 
line to keep the crowds back as 
the body of the 
President was 
taken 
from 
the courthouse 
and 
placed in the hearse. 
Then followed one of the most 
impressive scenes ever witnessed 
in the city. 
Former comrades of 
the dead Pr*eident walked ahead 
of the hearse. 
Then marched the 
pallbearers, after which came a de­ 
tachment of G. A 
R. members. 
Darkness 
had 
settled 
when 
the 
procession reached the President’s 
former home. 
Soldiers and marines placed the 
casket upon their shoulder* and 
carried the body into the darkened! 
house, accompanied only by the! 
pallbearers. The casket was placed! 
in the northeast room of the home 
which had been used as a reception 
hall. 
With it during the night re­ 
mained the same guard which had 
accompanied 
the body 
from Buf­ 
falo to Canton. 
Thus, th© once “ first lady” was 
enabled to remain under the same 
roof with her President on his 
final night on earth. She was un­ 


able to attend the funeral service 
in the church and his interment on 
the following day. 
An invalid for 
many years before her husband’s 
death, Mrs. McKinley lived for six 
years, the end coming in 1907 
sh© was 80 years of age.
